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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the application filed January 31,2002. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rostoker et al. (US 6,407,434 B1) in view of Geryk (6,166,441). 

Rostoker et al. teach an integrated-circuit ("IC") layout comprising a first set of 
vias, that are in shape of a non-quadrilateral polygon, wherein each via in the first set 
traverses at least two layers and has one contact on each of the layers, wherein at least 
one of the contacts is in shape of a non-quadrilateral polygon that are in shape of a non- 
quadrilateral polygon; diamond and rectangular shaped vias; the polygon is a hexagon; 
and the hexagon has six equal sides (Figure 131; cols. 24, 29 & 87-88; lines 21-56, 16- 
35, 35-67 & 1-6, respectively; abstract). However, Rostoker et al. fail to teach the 
polygon being an octagon. Geryk teaches a polygon being an octagon having eight 
equal sides (Figure 4, col. 5, lines 13-30). Since Rostoker et al. and Geryk are from the 
same field of endeavor (integrated-circuit layout structures), the purpose disclosed by 
Geryk would have been recognized in the pertinent art of Rostoker et al. Therefore, it 
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would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the integrated-circuit layout of Rostoker et al. by incorporating the 
octagonal structures of Geryk to obtain higher density interconnects (col. 1 , lines 36-40). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
